cake and put in the cream with a spoon, 
taking care to put in enough Bs sure 
that the cakes are thoroughly baked, yet 
not scorched = This will mako about fifty 
cakes, a quarter of the recipe given makes 
ten or a dozen 


ROLLED Jei1y Cant —Five egga, two 
cups sugar, twv cups flour with two tea 
spoonfuls yeast powders, four teaspoon 
fuls of water Just cover the bottom of 
baking pans and bake quickly Have 
ready a cloth a little larger than the cake 
thickly sprinkled with the powdered 
sugar, On which turn the cake while hot, 
spread with jelly (fruit) and roll up 
Wrap the cloth around the roli to pre 
serve the moisture 


CREAM Puyrs—One pint water, orc 
cup and a half of butter, four cups sifted 
flour, eight eggs, boil the water and but 
ter, stir in the flour slowly while boiling 
Boil one minute, and when the dough fs 
coo] enough add the eggs, which have pre- 
viously been well beaten Drop ın 
shapely tablespoonfuls upon a buttered 
tin, bake in quick oven 

CHABRIOTTE Russe —Make into a cus 
tard, three eggs, half a pound of pow- 
dered sugar, half a pint of milk Dia 
solve balf a box of gelatine in half a pint 
cold water, simmer on the fire and sirain 
into the custuid, and stir until cold 
Whip to a froth a quart of cream, stir on 


the custard hightly, flavor and set «ff to 
congeal

The Year Without a Summer 


An aged resident of Hartford remem- 


thas in mildness, farmers plowed every 
month uf the season, and no snow fell 
until Feb 2 The winter was followed, 
however, by a cold, backward spring 
with a snow storm in May, winch killed 
the returning swallows 

As an offset to the above story, one of 
the old residents of Derby tells us the 
year 19/619 what 18 known AS the “yeur 
without a summer” Old New England 
farmers refer to it as “eighteen hundred 
and starved to death” Junuary was 
mild, as was also February, with the ex- 
ception of a few days ‘The greater part 
ot Murch was cold and boisterous April 
opened warm, but grew colder as it ad- 


winter cold In May ice formed balf an 
inch thick, buds and flowers were frozen, 
and corn was killed Frost, ice and snow 
were common in June Almost every 
green thing wag killed, and fruit was 
nearly destroyed Snow fell to the depth 
of three inches 10 New York and Massa- 
chusctts, and ten inches in Maine July 
was accompanied with frost andico On 
the Sth ice was formed of the thickness 
of windon giassin New York, New Eng- 
land, und parts of Pennsylvania, uod corn 
was nearly all destroyed 1u certain sec- 
tions Į» Avgust sce formed half an 
inch thick Corn was so frozen that a 
reat deal was cut down and dried for 
fodder Very httle ripened in the New 
Englund and Middle States Farmers 
were obliged to pay $4 aud $5 a bushel 
for corn of 1815 tor eeed fur the next 
springs planting The Bret two weeks 
of September were mild, the balance of 
the month was cold, with frost, and ice 
formed a quarter of an inch thick Oc 
tuber was more than usually cold, with 
frost aud ice November was cold and 
blustering, with snow enough for good 
siaighing December was quite mild and 
comfortable —Lfarper s Weekly

Loienzo Dow. 
Ot Lerenzo Dow, the “Puter the Mei- 
mit” of Ameneano revivalistn, the itiner- 
ant preacher, whose name was a famiha: 
word imevely State and almost every 
county of the Union, an old may now 
living at Nor sich recalls mauy reminis- 
cences that have never betore been pub 
lished Dow «.s born ouly a few miles 
from Norwich, and the buusein which 
he lived winle he was not assathay the 
“hordes of the devil’ ın otber States 13 
still standing His eccentricities, his 
vigorous, aggressive sermons, his dry 
witticisms aad peculiar habits, are yivid- 
‘ly remembered 1n bis neighborhood Mis 
strange grotesqueness eacited curtosity 
wherever he weut, sad bis entry intoa 
village was usually heralded by a score 
er more of youngsters, who preceded 
him crying the news “Here comes old 
Dow.” He chose the oddest and seem- 
ingly most incligible places for big meet- 
mgs, winch were usually held 10 the 
open air A mammoth stump in a nook 
on the verge of a forest, an inverted bar- 
rel unde: the boughs of as apple orchard, 
or a rude platform of rough boards ata 
country cross-roada were the pulpits that 
he luked bestto occupy He never laeked 
an audience, for the unnouncement that 
- “Old Dow” was going to “hold forth” at 
a certain place, probably sıx months or a 
year from date, never failed to call forth 
the country people, from. far and wide, 
at the appointed time Dow never broke 
an engagement, though some of his ap 
pointments were made several years in 
advance and ın distant parts of the coun 
try This strict faithfulness of the 
preacher secured the implicit confidence 
of the people Once, it 18 said, be ap- 
pointed a meeting for a certain day and 
hour and place, two years in advance, in 
arude village in Virginia. At the desig- 
nated timeand place the people gathered 
and confidently awaited bis arrival At 
the expiration of the appointed hour, a 
thin, giizzled old man, with long white 
beard, and dressed 1n a shabby black suit 
and a torn straw hat, that flappéd its 
breken brim 1n his face, drove leisurely 
up to the gatbering It was Dow, punc- 
iual tọa moment He slighted, passed 
through the throng without a word, 
mounted the platform, and announced 
that, “by the grace of God, the meeting 
would now be begun,” 


One morning, recently, I visited the 
old home of the famous preacher Itis 
in the cleft of the hills in the northwest- 
ern part of the townof Montville—a low, 
rambling, two-story, country farm house, 
upholding a corpulent stone chimney and 
thrusting out into the stony, sterile pas- 
ture-land acquisitive ells and angles 
Tall sycamoregs on the northerg green 
sweep the mossy roof with their mottled 
boughs The southern windows look out 
en the dimpled surface of Oxcboxe lake, 
not forty rods away A capacious barn, 
with extensive outhouses, on a swelling 
knoll near by, completes the homestead 
Between the house and barn runs north- 
ward the open turnpike, which descends 
first into thc haunted depths of “Witch 
woods,” then trails away over the lonely 
hills to Colchester village The old house 
as occupied by relatives of Dow (by mar- 
riage), who came to live with lis widow 
a sbort time before her death, a few years 
ago Dow was twice married, but he 
died without childien 

“I don’t suppose,” said my 10formant, 
“that there’s u prominent spot round here 
that the old man has not preached and 
prayed ov more than a half-dozen limes, 
This 3s the nght kind of a country,” the 
speaker céntinued, cynically, with a 
aweep Of the hand towardvits stony fields 
and pastiuies, thatched with briers and 
baybeiry bushes, “to produce a religion 
hard exough for anybody No wouder 
that the pcaclers wero tough No non- 
sense about em There’s material enough 
lying 10nd loose here to turn out a hell 
withoul auy very great strain on theim- 
agination The old man got his religion 
and hig mission to preach diect frou 
here and from Qod. He dida’t belong to 
no denomination, but set out on his own 
hook He didn’t take no pay, and went 
about as the apdetles of old, wherever 
the sprit called bim Lord, how he used 
to esil into preachers that got ‘salaries! 
He had ideas of his own, and was inde- 
pendent of every ono and every thing— 
‘apecially fashion He always wore his 
beard loug when everybody else shayed 
theirs (ff, and be wore an old straw hat 
summe: and winter, with the brim half 
tore off. Everybody went to hear him, 
and wiinit was known that ‘Old Dow? 
Was going to preach, all the other meet- 
Inge were dexgited, The boys sometimes 
put up jobs on him, though I recollect 
once that he was tó preach 1n an orchard, 
and a ing crowd gathered to hear him. 
Well, jest before the méeting begau the 
fellows got him r great Hogshead to stand 
on, aud tilled at about two-thirds full of 
water, They pat jn the head rather looge- 
dy, aud walled for fun, Dow mounted 
op the barrel, gave out his text, got fred 
Dp, and wes prancing avd thumpiog 


u1ound on that bariel-head sn lively style, 
and suddenly in she went, splash, slush, 
bouda, Dow, straw hat and all. The 
water was about up to his neck, and he 
scrambled out dripping all over Jou- 
salom, how the peaple laughed, and how 
Dow—will, he went mght on preaching 
bo the ground, but (igmfhcantly) be ba 
copmencod on grace, morcy and pence, 
but he wound up on hell fire and ete:nal 
damnation 

“Auother anecdote, illustrating the 
reedy wit of Dow 19 well known, Dat it 
ys a fact and 13 worth telling agau, The 
old man was lodging overnight with a 
catala ministcr, whoso pulpit he was to 
occupy on the following Qay (Sunday) 
The cleigyman, with a view of getling 
the best of Dow, proposed that the tatter 
should preach froma text that should 
not bə aoounced to lim until the 
moment before he was to speak Dow 
accepted the proposal and the next day, 
as he catered the pulpit, the clergyman 
handed hım a slip of paper bearing these 
words ‘And Bilam saddled his ass’ 
Dow stepped to the fiont and said ‘By 
fricnds, fam to speak to you to mght 
from the text, ‘And Balram saddled bis 
ass” “And Balaam saddied his ass,” he 
répeated in a loud voice, looking gravely 
ever the audience ‘Balaam, I take 1t, 
my friends,’ he continued in a slow, sol- 
emp style, “efers to your minister, lus 
salary 1s bis saddle, and the congregation 
ig his asg! 

“To tha same potat in another stoly 
One cəld, blustering day Dow was ditv- 
apg in his slegh along a narrow country 
road that was banked Ingh with snow 
Ho encountered a man pho was diving 
in the opposite direction There was 
only one pith, and that in the centre of 
the roid, one or the other must turn out 
Dow took in the situation at a glance, 
and rising crect im bis seat, whip in hand 
aod with threatening visage and manuer, 
called out sternly ‘Pwan out, turn out, I 
say, or [Ii serye you as I did a man just 
back here’ ‘The stranger, overayed, 
nervously obeyed, aud wallowed through 
the deep snow on the roadside ill he 
could regain the path Then he turned 
to the retiring figure and asked somewhat 
angrily “Well, hon did you serve the 
other man? ‘Why, 1epled Dow, com- 
posedly, ‘he-woulda’t tura out for me, so 
I turved out for him? 


‘One of the funniest incidents in Dow's 
life, and which I shall never forget, was 
the smt against him, in which two mill- 
owners charged that he had illegally ap- 
pled water privileges The outlet of 
Oxoboexn pond js a noble stream, that 
tumbles over a rocky bed for several 
miles, until 1t empties into the Thames 
river, a few miles above NeweLondon 
Along the banks are many of the most 
flourishing mill properties ın the country 
Well, Dow took it into is head that he 
wanted a mill at the point where the 
brook poured out of the pond, aod also 
a larger reservoir than was provided by 
the old dam Hence he raised and ex- 
tended the dam several feet. The mill- 
owners below complained that the addi- 
tion io the dam interfered with their wa- 
ter supply, and threatened to prosecute 
Dow coolly told them to go ahead and 
prosecute, declaring that he held bis title 
to the mill site direct from the great In- 
dian chief who formerly owned the coun- 
try He went on grinding in bis mill, 
and at length suit was instituted against 
bım, ın the Norwich court, to recover 
$2,000 and costs The case was decided 
against hım, and au appeal was taken to 
the superior court Dow watched the 
proceedings closely and critically, and 
wheu he learned that the decision of the 
higher court was hostile to him he strode 
hastily out of the courl-room without a 
word Hesprang into his wagon and 
drove home like mad Wiuthout waiting 
to fasten bis horse he called to his men 
and hurried down to the dam Pomting 
to the flood-gates he cried in Ins thn, 
treble tones, ‘Throw ’em ail open, boys 
They w-ar-n-t w-ater,and they shall 
have w-a-t-e-r Ifit 1s wrong to hold 
the water, 1t 1s right to let it go.’, A del- 
uging rain-stoim had prevailed for sever- 
al days, and all thestreams were swollen 
to twice their ordinary size As the 
gates went up the pond went out witha 
whoop and a rush The whole country 
aloug the stream was overflowed, and 
about eyery dam between his mill- 
the Thames river was swept clean ‘I 
guess they'll havo water enough now,’ 
said Dow, with imperturbable face, as he 
looked at the sweeping torrent, 


“Tn one of hia pilgiimages through the 
backwoods of Pennaylvania, Dow entered 
a rude settlement on the outskirts of c1vil- 
ization, He was to preach in the village 
church in the evening The man in 
whose house he was to tarry over mght 
had recently lost on axe by theft The 
loss of such an implement was too seri- 
ous in those days to Uc Lorne resignedly, 
and the farmer bitterly bemoaned his 
miefortune to Dow, representing the dif- 
Heultics of obtaining anew tool ‘Just 
keep quiet,’ said the preacher, mysteri- 
ously, and with a confident manner, ‘and 
I will get your are fei you? 


“On tho way to,the church in the even- 
ing, Dow stooped down by the roadside, 
picked up two large, round stones and 
placed them in his pocket.

Bewanrs or A TERRIBLE DISEASE — 
The poroniog of several persons al a 
picnic nem Boston, 2 few days ago, has 
attiacted attention anew toa nost horri- 
ble disease to which anyone who eats the 
flesh of swine, imperfectly cooked, 18 
exposed. These persons partook of 
some ham, which was among the refresh- 
ments provided fo1 the oceasidn Soon 
afte ward they were seized with convul 
sions so severe as to excite alarm 

We improye the occasion, while the 
ineident 1s fiesh ‘in the public mind, to 
teentorce the warning we have before 
given, of the great danger wbich always 
attends the partaking of hog’s meat— 
pork, bacon or ham—raie Whether jt 
is boiled, roasted, broiled or fried, it 
should be expose] to a high temperature 
and very thoroughly cooked Otherwise 
any one who eats it may find himeelf 
afilicted by the Incurable trichina, and 
doomed to a death of great agony 

Many persons are fund of bam raw or 
but slightly cooked This may be an 
epicurean taste, but 1s one which, since 
the advent of the dreaded trichine, can 
no longer be indulged witb safety 


WEax Eves —A very simple remedy 
for weak eyes 1s recommended, as follows 
Get u five cent cake of clder flowers at 
the druggist’s, and steep in one gill of 
soft water -1t must be steeped in bright 
tin or curthenware, strain nicely, and 
then add three drops laudanum, bottle 
1t tight and keep 1n a cool place, then 
us? 1t as g wash, letting some of it get 
in the eyes, Follow this, and rehef 1s 
certain. Jf the eyes are painfn} or much 
sore, make small soft compresses, wet in 
the mixture, and bind over the eyes at 
night. I can warrant the above as harm- 
less and sure, having tried it in a number 
of cases where other skill and remedies 
had utterly failed If the eyes ara bad- 
ly inflamed use ıt very freely, and a tea 
made of elder flowers, and druak, would 
help cleanse the blood Pare rock salt 
and water will strengthen your eyes if 
you bathe them daily in it. I would 
earnestly advise you to avoid mixtures or 
washea containing mineral or other pots- 
ons. —Deetor.” 

Warre Oaxege-— One cupfal of butter, 
two cupfuls of either granulated or pul- 
verized sugar, one cupful of sweet milk, 
the whites of five eggs, three cupfals of 
flour, two teaspoonfuls of yeast powder, 
cream the butter, add the sugar gradu-

Bat hard work and no play would make 
Anthony a dull boy, and Mr, Trollope 1s 
never dull His wnting is always dono 
Wefnre luncbeon , his afternoong and even- 
longs aie entirely free, A sportsman ag 
well as uovelist, he loves to gallop across 
country, and greatly ovjoys all outdoor 
sports and indoor games Curiously 
enough he can’t read novels, and prefers 
the dryest work on statistics to the 
fiction of the circulating hbrary Mr, 
Trollope does not believe in inapirations 
He miaintains that the brain 18 á machine, 
which can be made to perform Sts work 
systematically, and at all seasons, pro 
vided proper attention is paid to the 
bodily health. 
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Anecdote of Henry Clay. 


There were residing at Ashland, the 
residence of Henry Clay, near Lexing- 
ton, n 1848 and 1844, three of his 
grandsons and myself, attending the 
classes of Transylvania University Dur- 
ing the fall of 1848 Nicholas Longworth, 
of Cincinnati, sent to Mr Olay a five 

allon demiyohn of wine, sealed with or- 
pres wax und stamped with the letter 
“L” that had the appearance of having 
bedn cut from a piece of rough wood, 
Charles, M, Clay’s favorite and confi- 
dential calored servant, was requested to 
place the demijohn ina secure place 10 
the cellar, Mi Clay gave us the privi- 
lege, after finishing our class studios 
each night, of gomg to the cellar for 
what apples and cider we wished. On 
one occasion Henry Duralda, one of the 
mess, proposed to mo iastead of filling 
the pitcher with cider to tap the demi- 
john of natıye American wine We did 
s0, and continned to do so night after 
might, as we preferred 1t to cider, until 
it was empty A consultation was held, 
and a Unanimous opinion expressed that 
something had to be done, and that with- 
out delay We brought into our confi- 
dence the old Guinea negro, Mike, at if 
o’clack at night, aud snow six inches 
deep on the ground, which resulted in 
hig assisting us, ın consideiation of a 
‘quarter of a dollar cash in hand, in tak- 
ing the demijoha to town, some tnree 
miles distant, and tor 15 ceutsa gallon 
gotan old Dutchman, who made a pre 
canous living by trading whiskey at 
night with colored persons, to bil up 
hve gallons of the sane On our return 
we smeared ovar some sealing wax, and, 
having cut a letter L from the end ofa 
broomstick, branded ıt and placed it 
once more iu thecellar whereit belonged 

Daring the fal) of 1844, when there 

was evely indication that Mr, Clay 
would be elected President, he gaye a 
dipner party to Tom Corwin, Charlie 
Morehead and many of his friends As 
usual, at this dinner, Mr Clay was pres- 
ent We sat dowo to the table at 2 
o’clock, as was customary at that time 
Aftera long and sumptuous dinner,during 
which time many wines were discussed, 
Mr Clay said “Gentlemen, I have an 
abiding confidence the day will soon 
come when America will prove to be the 
great wine-producing country of the 
world, and with your pe:misston I will 
produce a sample of the first American 
wipe ever made, fiom my old friend 
Nicholas Longworth Charlie, my boy, 
can you go down in the cellar and bring 
up from the right hand corne: that 
demyohn of wine that came from Mr 
Longworth?? “Yes, sir” “Hold, Char- 
lie, see here Now you do so with great 
care Should you shake it the very least 
bit you will spoilit Now, Charlie, just 
set it with the grestest ease on the fivor 
beside me Ah! that’s mght Now, my 
good boy, take the corkscrew and extract 
the cork, don’t shake ıt Thera, there, 
take 1tunde: your arm, easy 1f you please, 
and just tip us a little all around Now, 
gentlemen, we will, with your permis- 
sion, drink standing to the health of our 
old frend, Nicholas Longworth, the 
manufacturer of the first native wine ever 
made in America” As the wine touched 
their hps, Mr Clay looked at us boys, 
seated at one corner of the table, and; 
with that atentorian voice that was pecul- 
1ar to hım when aroused, cried, “Boya l” 
We shpped from our seats through the 
side door, and as we entered the cedar 
trees out sot sight heard such a shout 
from his guests as was never heard in 
the old mansion at Ashland 
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How the British Army 1s Scattered 
Over the Wold. 


The London Daily Times says UAc- 
cording to the army estimates just sub- 
mitted to Parliament, the strength of the 
English army is practically the same as 
it was last year The home army 13 re- 
duced, while that of the colonies i8 10- 
creased, aud tbe number of British troops 
in India remains as it was, namely, at 
62,600 men Together, for the homeand 
colonial forces, Mr Hardy asks for 
135,452 men, against 138,720 last year, 
but the slight increase 13 more than ab- 
sorbed by the unusual demands of our 
colonies this year Instead of 24,700 
men which represented the colomal amy 
last year, 30,838 are now called for, leav- 
ing us at home with something hke 
100,000 men ‘We cannot, however, cal- 
culate upon this number as good and 
true, tor, deducting recruits, time-ex- 
pred men and non-fiyhting soldiers, 
there would probably not remain more 
than 70,000 fit and ready to be drawn up 
10 line of battlé Of our colonial troops, 
the Mediterranean stations monopolize 
nearly half between them The garrison 
at Gibraltar 1s represented by 4,991, and 
that of Malta, which has recently been 
considerably augmented, 18 shonn to be 
8,008 In China, at Hong Kong, there 
are 1,200 Bntish soldicis, at Ceylon, 
1,234, and in the Straits settlements, 
1,022. On the west coast of Africa there 
19 one regiment of West Indians distrib- 
uted bclween Sierra Leone and the Gold 
Coast, the former colony having a gani- 
son of 426, while the Gold Coast and 
Lagos must be content with196 In 
South Africa there 1s a comparatively 
large force of British soldiers just now, by 
resson of the Kaffir war, indeed, the gar- 
rison 18 ust double its ordinary strength, 
or, 10 otber words, amounts to 6,243 
men The Island of St Helem 18 held 
by 118 aititlerymen, and that of Mauri- 
lius by a force of 662 all told In Ber- 
muda there are 2,146 British troops; in 
Halifax, 1881; avd throughout the 
West Indies about 2,000 more Tunally 
comes the colony of Fiji, which 38 repre- 
sented by the British army in the person 
of ono royal engineer, and a man in the 
army hospital corps, making a total of 
two Altogether, we are informed, the 
home, colonial and Indian armies are 
made up of 82 regiments of cavalry, 
280 batteries of artillery, 42 companies 
of engineers, 161 battalions of infantry, 
and the army hospital and army service

Its spindles number 1,284,701, 
or more than one eighth of all the spin- 
dies in the country It manufactures an- 
‘hually 368,000,000 yards, or more than 
one-half of all the print cloths, and uses 
nearly 140,000 bales of cotton ‘The 
capital invested 13 probably $80,000,000, 
and while there has been severe business 
prostration, the great industry has given 
employment to 15,000 persons, and 
brought such returns to capitalists as 
largely to reduce the indebtedness and 
to turnish reasonable hope of future suc- 
cess Bustness has been conducted on 
sound principles, and the capita! ingested 
18 well distributed among the working 
People of the city Duectors and man- 
agers lave trusted one another, aad have 
temained financially secure in their mu- 
tual support. The cases of bieach of 
trust have been rare, many leading busi- 
ness men are prominent members of 
churches, aud active in promoting the 
well-being of the community 


Two remarkable exceptions must now 
be taken, in the persons of S Angier 
Chace and George T Hathaway, both 
members of the same church—the Cen- 
tral Congregational church—pboth widely 
trusted, both adopting the same yile 
measures, setting at dchance aonest meth 
ods, and violating the plainest principles 
of pohtical economy—showing in both 
sheer and wilful ignorance of mght and 
large knowledge of wrong ways Mr. 
Chace has been the business tutor and 
Mr Hathaway the apt pupil, the pupil

000, though it appears that no more than 
three fourths of that amount was ever 
pud The manner of securing stock 
was to induce men to subseribe, some of 
whom had no money and were told they 
needed none, asin the turn of the wheel 
of fortune money would be made sufi 
crent to securo to them their stock an the 
course of time, Others made bona fide 
subscriptions, and the mulls went into 
operation, The value of print cloths de 
clined. Notes increased, one mill was

-past few days with reference to the 
movements of certam operaters 1u 
the Seatco coal mining project in 
connection with the Olympia-Tenivo 
Railroad. It appears that Mr Sam- 
uel Coulter and others have acquned 
an interest ın the Billings lease, and 
to secure 2 means of cheap delivery, 
conceived the project of purchasing 
a contiolling interest in the new 
ruhoad Several hundred shares 
were readily obtained at fifty cents 
on a dollar and doubtless a large pro- 
portion of the stock might have been 
absorbed on the same terms, äs 
anany of the stockholders regaided 
then subscuptions as merely dona- 
tions, had ıt not been bruited about 
that the outlines of a very laige cat 
were to be discerned under the meal 

Soon as this discovery was made, the 
stock rapidly appreciated 1n value, 

until now ıt 1s doubtful whether a 
«c contiolling” interest could be ob- 
tained at its pa value in gold 

And ths should not excite surprise 

The people have consented to bond 
the county and pay interest on a 
heavy debt, not to engage 1n operat- 

‘ing a railroad, or to develop a coal

Praying and Fighting. 

Suver Crey, Idabo, June 17 — 
A messenger who urived from Camp 
Lyon this morning brings news that 
(Gen Howard got off from here this 
morning all sight He intends to 
stiuke for the Owyhee river, a dis- 
tance of 70 miles, and expects to m- 
tercept Stewart’s forces on the way 
He was accompamed by some mem- 
bers of this staf, a few soldiers and 
Salhe Winuemueca,in alla party of 
about a dozen Religious services 
were held at Camp Lyon last mght 
Gen Howard made a devout prayer, 
invoking Almighty God to soften 
the hearts of the savages and biing 
them to a realzing sense of their 
atrocious conduct Many who heard 
the General say that he makes a 
most efficient prayer The members 
of the staft did nobly m singing 
Howard is yery indignant at the sug- 
gestion that he should be relieved 
by Crook 

Indians Burning Buildings. 

The Indians aie reported to be 
buiming buildings at Stem’s moun- 
tains and commiting other depre- 
dations <A largo number ot Prutes 
are held as prisoners on account of 
n refusal io join the hostiles. Leo 
Winnemucca is reported killed. 

Movement of Soldiers 

Three columns will be moving on 
the hostiles’ position at Stein’s Moun- 
tain to-moirow, viz, fiom Sheep 
Ranch, Camp Harney and Malhem 


Settlers at White Horse in Danger 
Settlers at White Horse are hourly 
expecting an attack from the bostiles 
The Indians made a raid to-day on 
Burnt Rive: near Express ranch, 
capturmeg a large number of horses 
Views of Military Men on the Situation. 
- San F'nanorsco, June 18,—No later 
news concerning the Indian troubles 
has been 1eccived at military head- 
quarters this mormng The impies- 
sion nt headquarters 1s not very san- 
eume as toan early and successful 
tormivation ofthe war. Mahtary men 
familiar with the situation say that the 
position tahon by the Indians im the 
Stoin òr Jumper mouotaing 1s one 
from which 16 will be difficult to dis- 
lodge and impoasible to capture 
thom. The mountains are bold aud 
precipilious and full of ravines, easi- 
ly defended and communicated in 
such manner as to facilitate escape 
from the mountains The Indians 
can sweep the whole countiy below 
them, and no movement of troops 
can be made ex.cpt under thon eyes 
It is considered that if they have 
anything like the number of war1iois 
mentioned by Sarah Winnemueca 
and others—viz* 600—that the troops 
will have a dillicult and dangerous 
job on hand, and that disaster to the 
attacking force is by no means im- 
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probable Gen Howaid has under 
his command, all told, 852 men, 
which 1s considered hardly adequate 
foi making quick and decisive work 
of the campaign 

General Crook still 1emains at 
Fort Hall, and will notiro.e west- 
ward to take an active pmt in the 
hostilities He has but 200 men at 
Fort Hall, all of whom me iequired 
to hold the Indians on that reserva- 
fionin check, and he consideig he 
willindirectly assist Howard, more 
by keeping the Indians under his 
control well in hand, than by march- 
ing to the front 4 

Sıuven Orry, June 18.—Chiet Win- 
nemucca hns returned to Bernard 
and Whipple’s camp on Owyhee riv- 
er, He says the hostiles me lnlhog 
hundreds of cattle and leaving the 
careasses to 10t 

The hostiles have left Stein moun- 
tain and are moving towards Harney 
valley, thenee to Malhour agency 
and Snake river, and will probably 
keep on until they effect a junction 
with Columbia uver Indians, which 
addition to thew forces will, they 
calculate, enable them to sweep the 
country They me determmed to 
retain the Putes prisoners until they 
can geta sufficient number of arms 
from white men they Jill to aim 
them yan is iebelhous and his 
horses and aims have been taken 
from him and his Indians Camp 
Haney will probably be captured 
by the Indians to-monow, and if so 
there will be a tertble slaughter of 
whites congregated there for pio- 
tection Nothing heard from How- 
aid since yesterday If he does not 
effect a junction with Stewart’s 
forces, the patty -accompanying him 
from Camp Lyon could easily be 
captured by the savages The gen- 
eal situation 1s critical, and the 
massacres that will be perpetrated 
bid fair to exceed in numbers those 
of the Nez Peices war

Does Leo XIII resign all pretension 
to the sceptre which he never grasped, 
but which bas been wielded by the Popes 
since the days of Charlemagne? From 
lumselt there docs nut appear to be an 
authoritative, cven a significant, ulter- 
ance On tho question of the temporali- 
ties he makes no sigu The httle king- 
dom whoge loss cast down and Giequieted 
within him the soul of the venerable 
Pius 18 swallowed in the unity of Italy 
Its boundaries no longe: exist, save 1D 
lemembuiance, and it hus lost its identity 
us completely as any othe: of the picty 
Italian kingdoms that now acknowledge 
a single crown. Never until now has 
Quidinal Pece, tasted the sweetness of 
Supleme power Knowing only the spir- 
tual supremacy, he has not, like his 
predecegsor, experienced the bitterness 
of losing & sovereignty which was tradi- 
tional, and it cannot be eapected that 
he will have as keenly a peisonal sense 
of wiong as was felt by Pius IX when 
Victor Emmanuel marched into Rome 
Perhaps in gaining a spiritual power 
more majestic than any upon earth, the 
measure of Leo’s ambition 1s full To be 
king of the papal states was something,

of God's truth and herald of God's 
word.”

terranean with the Black sea, and divides 
by a narrow line Burope from Asa It 
may be smd to control two seas and grasp 
two continents It18 the natural outlet 
of all the trade in Southern Russia, Asia 
Mainor and the regions round the Caspian 
Two strong gates lock 1t in, the Bospho- 
rus on the northeast, nnd the Dardanelles 
on the southwest. It has a perfect har- 
bor, completely surrounded by land, 
without tide, and deep cnough to float 
the largest vessels Its climate and ma- 
rine seweragé are so admirable that in 
spite of Turkish filth the Turkish capital 
18 remarkably healthy. 

These generous gifts of nature have 
brought with them a wonderful vitality, 
such as no other city of the olden time 
enjoys Ninevah and Babylon are mere 
piles of rubbish, Thebes and Memphis 
mere mines of mummies, Jerusalem 
abandoned to dirt and devotees, Athens a 
grave of departed glory, acd-Rome a 
combination of convent and curiosity 
shop But Constantinople 1s invested 
with as much interest and importance to- 
day as when Philip of Macedon was 
beaten back fiom its walls, as when the 
crusaders turned aside from their pious 
mission to do such deeds there as devils 
mught blush to own, as when the victori- 
ous Turk struck the marble column in 
the church of St Sophia with his bloody 
hand, and cried “There is no God but 
God, and Mohammed 1s his prophet!” 
Though moie than 2,500 years have 
passed since its foundations were laid, 
though every government which then ex- 
isted, the Chinese only excepted, has 
perished utterly, though the old civiliza- 
tion, with its society, its creeds, its sci- 
ence and its philosophy, has passed away, 
though a new religion rules the fairest 
portions of the globe, and a new world 
has been plucked from the bosom of the 
Western seas—yet Constantinople retains 
so much of its pristine value that the 
proudest nations in Europe are ready to 
hglt for its possession. Nor can we 1m- 
aging that a time will ever come when 
the Jeweled ring of the Othman’s dream 
will be considered less precious than ıt 18 
now For Constantinople 18 an imperial 
aty by right of birth, a cosmopolitan 
city by right of position, and will maia- 
tain its power and prestige in European 
diplomacy when London and Paris, Ber- 
hn and St. Petersburg have lost theirs 

Yet, old as 1t is, Constantinople cone 
tains few relics of antiquity, few tokens 
of its illustrious past In the Hippo- 
drome one may see a pair of Egyptian 
obelisks, the spoils of Roman conquest, 
and the three brazen serpents twisted to- 
gether which supported the tripod at 
Delphi, dictated by the Greeks to Appclo 
after the great Persian war The tripod 
disappeaied ages ago, and the serpents 
have beca sadly battered by Turkish 
iconoclasts, but they are still there to re- 
mind the stranger of the tremendous 
changes they have witnessed and suggest 
others still to come. Once under the 
cross, 80 long under the crescent, wall they 
not return to the cross again?

PROGRESS oF THE TELEPHONE.—This 
remarkable apparatus 1s being rapidly 
introduced into the various military es- 
tablishments, not only ın the capital and 
ita neighborhood, but also elsewhere in 
Germany At Dresden one of the new 
instruments: has been arranged between 
the Commandant’s officv and the arsenal 
and barracks of the Riflea, about 800 
yards distant An already-eaxisting tele- 
graph-wire 13 utilized, from which wires 
are further led to telephones in four, 
roomsin the barracks ‘The apparatus 184 
reported ‘to act perfectly, conversation 
being carridd on without the slightest 
difficulty. In Austria, also, experiments, 
the result of which is stated to have been 
exceedingly satisfactory, have been 
made ın Vienna with the telephone, and 
an ampoitant addition has been made to 
the instrument by an Austrian railway 
official ip the form of a boll to call atten- 
tion to messages aboutto be sent At 
the same time 16 is generally admitted by 
military men abroad that much has yet 
to be done before the telephone can be 
considered available for practical use in 
the field.

The voyager who ascends beyond the 
First Cataract finds himself in a narrow 
valley shutin by grauite hills, and ouly 
sees bere and thera aspace wide enough for 
cultivation There me buildings of all 
ages and kinde, chiefly temples, and at 
tervals, where the sandstone ridges ap- 
proach the Nile, ho Ends vast grottoes

Mind Not Dependent on Brain 


The views expressed at the Washington 
conventions of the physicians of iméane 
asy lums indicate somewhat the course of 
scientific opinion as to the functions of the 
brains To the poets and to the popular 
conception, the human skull will long re- 
main “the dome of thought, the palace of 
the mind,” To the student of physiology, 
the seat of the mental processes has been 
gradually narrowmg and receding till 
finally Dr Clark, of Toronto, tells us that 
no satisfactory eyidence proves that men- 
tality 13 located beyond a focal point of 
the nerves at the base of the brain We 
can better appreciate how grest 1s this 
change from former views, 1f ne compare 
with such a conception, the motion on 
which phienology is based, when the va- 
ryous attributes of mind were supposed 
to display themselves in the “bumps” of 
the skull, and, by consequence to reside 
on or near the circumference of the organ 
within If the new views are to be ac- 
cepted, much more than phrenology must 
be sacrificed Brain-povwer, the new doc- 
tring teaches, is not dependent alone on 
the size of the skull’s contents Probably, 
alsd, considerations of shape will follow 
those of size, people with high foreheads 
will gain no reputation from their frontal 
expanses, and a head as low-crowned as 
that of a Mound Builder will be credited 
with a full average supply of intellect 

If it be conceded that the mental facul- 
tes reside an the focus of nerves at the 
base of the brain, there will be less dilh- 
culty in obtaining correct notions about 
the insect world ‘Few insects have any 
brains, yet many of them—as, for 10- 
stance, Sir Joha Lubbdck's ants—bave 
sound discriminating inteltects In fact, 
certain savage ants of South America 
hold tracts of land, and wage succesaful 
war against man when he attempts’ to 
plant a residence upon their domain 
Big brains, in that case, wao powerless 
against no braing What, then, 1b may 
be asked, 13 the use of the organ 1n quts- 
tion, if 1t does not serve as the seat ol 
mind? Dr. Brown-Sequard’s unswei was 
that the brua, hike the hand, does the 
work of the mind, as 1t 193 ordered, butis 
theipstrument,not the motor That view of 
tho matte: suggests at least one sensible 
pretept; 1t our brains are mero tools, we 
sbonld at all events keop them m good 
order —New York Tribune.

A modihcation was algo made on its 
shape and construction, more especially 
adapting it to the needed purposes 
Upon the very first time 1t was found to 
be almost perfect in action, repeating the 
valce with such abgolute fidelity in tone 
apd inflection as to actually startle the 
experimenters themselyes Upon the 
subsequent day, while egun tesung its 
merita, the tube portion of the trumpets 
accidentally became twisted, when the 
ever-watchtul ear of the inventor at once 
directed an increase of volume sound 
Is attention wag at once directed to the 
ecanomy of the convolution of the human 
eat, and the problem presented itself us 
to whether they do not embody a me- 
chanical principle It waa not long be- 
foie this secret yielded itself to the pry- 
ing search of the wonderful invento), 
who discovered that by cling the neck 
or pipe of the trumpet in a peculiar way, 
und by auddiag to its convolutions, the 
faintest sound-wave could be made to re 
call itself through the medium of the 
dutpbrugm, upon the 1eceptive plate or 
matx, ag deeply as the loudest tone 
uttered under ordinary conditions Iu 
short, he succeeded in demonstrating the 
fact absolutely that by means of proper 
mechanical arrangements the volume of 
sound capable of being emitted by the 
phonograph was actuatly hmitless, and 
entirely independent of the application 
of steam, air, valves, or any extraneous 
force 


Impressed with the value of both these 
discoveries, it was naturalin Mr Bdison 
tu set about combining the two, a result 
he uccomplished with little difficulty, the 
operation of which 1s to be witnessed at bis 
laboratory in Mealo Park, and which he 
bas named the “Aurophone ” 


The new invention of Edison's is 
bnefly described as follows In the 
ceiling of his private office, conrealed 
from view, with the exception of a small, 
ear shaped tuunel, of dark color, he has 
fitted between the rafters and the floor 
above one of Ins double recording and 
speatong-machines Inthe room above 
a portion of the machine ‘rises through 
the floor, and attached to it 188 small 
wooden box, said to contain the coils of 
the pipe of the trumpet, the bell or mouth 
of which opens through one side, and 1s 
made of the sew substance discovered by 
Mr. Edison, aod 1s alluded to clsewhere 
With the eaception of the box, all other 
portions of the machine are open to in- 
spection.

Up the Amazon. 


One of the most important and Inter- 
esting enterprises of modern times, 80 
far as American interests are concerned, 
ag the building of the ratlrond destined 
to connect the navigable waters of the 
Rio Madeira, which flows into the Ama 
zou, with the Rio Marmore This work 
will open a wew channel for the trade of 
the Bolivian plateau and cause a great 
saving in the cist of transportation At 
present the trade of this region -saeks un 
outlet by the Pacific coast, and )falls al- 
most wholly into the bands of Biuush 

. merchante The proposed gailrogd, by 
connecting the Rio Marmore and the net- 
work of rivers wuch flow cast though 
Bolivia from the Andes and fall uto the 
Rio Guapore, must revolutionize the 
transport system of the rich and exten- 
sive Boliviau plateau aud turn its vast 
commerce mto the Amazon, thereby en- 
abhng America to compete on favorable 
terms with England for tke carrying 
trade, giving our manufacturers an eusy 
access toaregion from which bitherto 
they have been practically excluded by 
British competition The length of the 
projected line docs not excced 150 miles, 
but the way hes through a dense tropical 

> forest, and there are a good many engi- 
neering difficulties to be overcome 


Some years ago the building of ths 
line was undertaken by an English com- 
pany, but oming to the difficulties en- 
courtered, and, 1b 18 said, to mismanage- 
ment on the part of the contractors, the 
wok was abandoned. Nearly six bun- 
dred English workingmen lost their 
lives during the progress of the work 
The undertaking bas now fallen into 
American hands, but it must be con- 
fesse that its bemnu.ng has not been 
auspicious The lass ot the Metropolis, 
with workmen intended to build the 
road,1s too fresh in the minds of the 
public to need extended reference, and 
the story told by one of the crew of the 
sister ship, the Afercrdzta, gives reason to 
fear that many more valuable lives may 
be sacrificed before the project has been 
successfully carried out 


SAM SCOTT’S STORY. 


We left New York in the latter part 
of December in the steamer Mercedita, of 
about 1,300 tons burden, and went to 
Philadelphia, where we took ın freight 
and passengeis The paseengers num- 
ber about 208, and of there about 110 
were clvil engineers, the rest were me- 
chanics of various trades, empioyed to 
work on the railroad Bo great was the 
desire on the part of workinogmen to go 
out that we were obliged to eet a guard 
to prevent men stowing themselvesaway, 
and, the day we sailed it wag necessary ty 
use violence to keep back ‘the crowd of 
unemployed who sought to come on 
board in the hope that they would‘ be 
carned away It wagon January 2, 1878, 
that we sailed from Philadelphia, and 
beforé we reached Barbados we ran short 
of water and coal It took us seventeen 
days to reach Barbados, owing to the bad 
sailing-qualities of the ship, and 16 was 
twelve days from the latter port before 
we sighted the hghtship at Para, al- 
though the shipowners had guaranteed to 
land us in Para within eighteen days 
We were scarcely in sight of Brazil when 
our troubles began We lost an anchor 
near the Amazon lgbt ship, but getting 
a pilot next day we reached Pura all 
right Here.ge took two pilots‘on board, 
one for the Amozou and the other for the 
Madeira river, but through their blun- 
dering, and the interferenco of the cap- 
tain, we got aground on a small islaud 2 
little way above Para After a while we 
got off, but owing to the blundering of 
the pilots aud the interference of the cap- 
= tain similar accidents became fiequent, 

and it gecmed us though we should never 

reach our destination. Under these cir- 
‘cumstances the chief engineer, accompa- 

med by Captain Bemmer, a brother 

of Alauama Semmes, took the steam 

+ launeb, and with two sailors started up 

the Amazon jivér on their own book 
Tho remaindcr of the passengers became 
very discontented, and after we bad got 
ground sey eral times the civil engineers 
tanie to the conclusjon that they would 
cbarter one of,the river steamers, because 
they became convinced tliat the Bfércediia 
would not reach her destination An 
agreement was madé with a river steamer 
to convey the passengeis to Ban Antonio, 
near the tall òl the Madera, on condition 
that each pxsseoger would pay the sum 
of $100 The civil engineers then leit 
: with‘about twenty-eigbt of the mechan; 
18 Thu party arrived at their destina- 

tion within fifteen days, while the pae- 
sangers whe semaived on board the Mer 

5 edia did riot arnive fur over two months, 
owing jo the frequency with which she 

5 got aground. When gbo did arrive gha 
wae out of coul and provisions and the 
passengers wer¢ obliged, to cut wood td 
enable her to make her way back to Para, 
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healthy banks of the Amazon led to tho 
outbienk of fever among her passengers, 
who arrived in a very bad state. 

Owing to the want of provisions the 
passengers on their arrival found them- 
selvyys withofit supplies and were com- 

elled td live on mush, brend ond salt 
horse, Neither tea, cofleo, rice por beans 
were to be had, and, as a result, there 
was à great deal of discontent «mong 
the men Fortunately, ong of the regu- 
lm Amazon myer boats camo up, and 
from 1t were obtained some live Leef, 
which kept us from stu vation, but did 
not prevent considerable suffering The 
same want of forethought was shown in 
preparing shelter It was the nnddlo of 
the rainy seacongwhen we arrived, and 
the heat was mostoppressive, There was 
very little shelter eacept what was aflord- 
ed by the abandoned buildings of the 
Enghsh company, and these were ina 
very bid statu To add to eur suffeung 
wo were attacked by immense swarms of 
giay ants Which neuly ate us up It 
was impossible to keep them off, and 
their Urtesynealy drove the men migi 
Talk of mosquioes! They are nothing 
A niin can live with mosquitoes, but uo 
man can stand these terrible giny ante, 
which cuta man up Some of the vic- 
tims lnvked as if they were sufienng 
from the smallpox Iu order “to protect 
one’s selt it was necessary to tar the poles 
and repes where tbe hammocks were 
swung to prevent them chinhing and at- 
tacking the men while asleep Then 
there ate the vampire Lats, These co ne 
w the mght and settle on a sleeping man 
and suck big lifeout While I was there 
I saw sx men left senseless from loss of 
blood, owing to an attack of these vam- 
pires while the meu were asleep The 
forests nlso are full of tigers, and the 
men are obliged to carry a revolve: and a 
knife to protect themselves When the 
work of cuthng dosn the brushwood be- 
gan a new enemy was encountered in the 
scorpiors, who made the work very dun; 
gerous 

A great many of the men became dis- 
satished aud desired to return home 
For this purpose they feigned sickness 
and tried to get a doctor’s certificate, 
which would enable them to leave 
Among those who obtained one was 
young Harry, McGibbon, of Philadelphia, 
but when Mr Collins arrived he would 
not allow him to go away, becau-e he 
was afraid that on McGibbon’s return he 
would tell the truth about the enterprise, 
and to damage ıt in the oprmion ot the 
American public Mr Collings came in 
the Octy of Richmond He brought with 
him hve hundred men to work on the 
1ailroad Two hundred of these were 
Italians, the rest mechanics of various 
trades The discontevt led ioa cov- 
spiracy amon; the men and forty aight 
ot them had planned to seize a launch 
and push on for the Boliviano gold mines 
They were found out, however, before 
they could lay up a sufficient supply of 
food to enable them to start Iu order 
to repress disorder it has been fouud nec- 
essary to orgamze the colony and Mr.

It 13 very hard, 
for mgny of the crew have fanihes and 
expected to get their wages on artival, 
but they have not got a cent, and some of 
them are going about without a shoe to 
therr feet It 1s pretty hard, but I sup- 
pose there 13 no help for “poor Jack” I 
hope this story will be of use to others, 
who, if they go to Brazil, will go with 
their eyes open —N Y Herald

generally known, that‘ King Victor Em- 
manuel wag, by the strict law of succes- 
sion, the rightful King of England. He 
was descended in a direct line from 
Charles I. The youngest daughter* of 
that unhappy monarch, the Princess Hen- 
netta Mama, marned Gaston d’Orleane, 
the brother of Louis XIV She died, 
leaving two daughters The eldest be- 
came Queen of Spain, and died clnidless 
The younger mairied the hen to the 
House of Savoy, and was the ancestress 
ol the late King of Italy After the revo- 
lution of 1688, when the mght to suc- 
ceasion to the British throne was scitled 
by act. of Parliament, the House of Sa- 
voy was excluded on account of tha Cath- 
olic religion profeased by ita mcmbers. 
The House of Hanover, of which Qucen 
Victoriais tlie representative, was several 
removes further from the direct succes- 
sion, deriving, as w did, its claims from 
James J, through Queen Ehaibeth of 
Bobemia, and her daughter, the Electress 
Sophia A atiiking commentary on the 
consequences of human actions 13 affurd- 
ed by tlis story of a royal inheritance 
When Charles I. espoused a Catholic 
Princess be could scarcely have imagined 
that by this act be was excluding his di- 
rect descendants from the throne of their 
fathers; aud still leas could Mis Queen 
have forcscen that eny dgscendant of her 
favonite child, so earcfully trained by ber 
in the tenets of her own religion, should 
ever oveijhrow thé temporal power of 
the Pope, and bè himself installed upon 
the throne ~ Boston Pilot, 
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A muppy stream, flowing into one 
clear and sparkling, for a time.runs slong 
by uteelf, “A ttle further down, they 
unite and the whole 1s impure Bo 
youth, untouched by sin, may for a time 
keep its purity in foul company, but they 
finally unite.” , E 
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Roughly speaking, all Western Russia 
may be said to have been wrested’ from 
the Poles, all Southern Russia to haye 
beau won from Turk and Tartar, Red 
Russia, or Malorossia, 18 in myoy respectd 
a more attractive region than the gloomy 
pine forests and sandy plains which ex- 
tend from the White Sea to the sluggish 
waters of the Borysthenes Red or Int- 
tle Russia bears s remmkablo resemblance 
to the piaia portion of the United 
States. A oitizen of Illinois or Indiaua, 
if suddenly dropped, like a tiansatiantic 
copy of Bedreddin Hassan, atnidst the 
grass and wild flowers of tho steppe, 
might fancy, as he rubbed his eyes, that 
be had been deposited within a day's 11de 
of bistown log-cabin farm-house, The 
sight of the copper sheathed dome of 
the village church, painted of n lrvely 
green or gleaming metallic, would no 
doubt disabuse lim of his mistake, but 
the district 1tself would be stiangely hke 
what he had left mne thousand miles 
away ‘The soil is ich and deep, aud 
gives heavy corn crops 1n return for sory 
husbandry. The peoplL—tame Cossacks 
—ure cleaner, mora cheerful, maio amen- 
able to Western influences and habits of 
thought, than the sad eyed natives of 
Gient Russia Compared with Muscovy, 
theirs was till very recent times n free 
countiy Even now it 13 lesa severely 
pohco-ridden, less a land of spies and 
sharp rules and 1 winous pi osecutions, than 
the central circles of the overgrown em- 

ire 

The Ruthenians, who cultivate the 
country south and cast of Ciacow, and 
the Lithuanians, farther: north—who nre 
often hastily classed together as Little 
Russians—form a somewhat puzzling 
contingent to the*Rusgiau' body politic 
They are really more akira to the Mast 
Sclavonic than to the Polish or Surmatian 
branch of the vast Turanian family, but 
the great hold upon them ıs that they, 
the Ruthenians in especial, belong to the 
United Greek Church Add to this that 
their landlords me Pules—nobles—aud 
of the Cnurch of Rome, aud the ele- 
ments of sympathy with Russia and 1n- 
testine discord ure not far to seek 

Poland, that chrome thorn 10 the flesh 
to mighty Muscovy, torn, bleeding and 
dismembered, struggles no more, but 
Pules are what they were when a Polish 
hing was stormily elected Ly armed horse- 
men riding up, squadron after squadron, 
to vote, and those who know them best 
ecarcely know whether to praise or blame 
It is singular that the dull Ruestan should 
for a hundred years have beeu the master 
of the quick-witted Sarmatan In a 
competitive examimation the Pole would 
comen an easy winner Huis fiery valor 
has often borne down the patient cour- 
age of his fue But the Russian at least 
knows his own mind, while the Poles 
more fitful nature changes hke an April 
day, and the one thing certam about bim 
13 that activity will be succeeded by 1n- 
doleace, aud feverish hope by the lan- 
guor of despair 

The Poles supply excellent but dis- 
trusted soldiers to the Russian ranks, and 
indeed the highly disciplinetl army, en- 
tirely composed of Polish troops, which 
the hall-mad tyrant Constantine raised at 
Warsaw fifty years agn, outshone the Im- 
perial Guard itself Even now a rcgi- 
ment which contains a large Polish ele- 
ment, 18 surte, aooner or later, to prove 
troublesome Nothing—not even Sibena 
and the chain gang ım prospect—can 
mahe Demetrius and Ladislas quite for- 
get that blood‘and language, caste and 
creed, forbid them to be Rassiamized. It 
is difficult for us to realize the féelings 
and prejudices of these young men—sons, 
very likely, of the village carpenter and 
village blacksmith, but still free Polish 
nobles, whose ancestors helped ty elect 
then king Just as did the forefathers: of 
the count in bis castle, or of the prince 
who, in Paris or St Petersburg, does his 
best to forget Poland Then comes tho 
plot, and the betrayal, and the punish 
ment and the hushing up of the afar, 
and so enda (the dreary little drama 

The so-called duchies, south of the 
Baltic, contain three races, which, in spite 
ot systematic efforts, bavo not as yet 
been assimilated to the Russian pattern 
The plastic Latts, the atero, stubborn Es- 
thomans (a tribe that clung longer to 
Paganitm than any people south of the 
White Sea) and those German Courland- 
ers, in whem Prince Bismarck is thought 
to teel a sympathetic interest, have hith- 
erto shown enough of national vitality to 
i preserve 2 separate existence Of less 
account are the few and poor descend- 
ants of those Ingrian fishermen who used 
to spread thei nets to dry where now 
gleam the granite palaces and plated cu 
polas of St. Petersburg 

To the south and east exist the rem- 
nants of many a subjugated clau and of 
many a colony Near Odessa there are 
Greeks, whose hereditary instinct has 
led them to settle by the sea, while some 
huodred versts deeper in the steppes ap- 
pear the trim cottages and quaiut flower 
gardens of German colonists A few 
Roumans, a sprinkling~of Turks, and 
more Tarlars are to be found in the,south- 
c otera corner of European Rugsis 
Chese last peoplo are the peddlers and 
liaveling chapmen of the country, and 
everywhere, from the banks of the Neva 
to tose of the Bug, the Tartar’s black 
tent and hne of plodding packhorges 
may be seen Most of the chief towns 
comprise, on their own account, a tiny 
mosque, the priest of which could reckon 
on his fingers the rendent woisluppers

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The Emperor William and his Chancel- 
lor, Prince Bismarck, have each been in 
imminent danger of death from the hand 
of assassins, In 1840, dung the po- 
litical ferment of that year, an unsuccess- 
ful attempt was made on the hfe of the 
Emperor (then Crown Prince), at Nieder 
Iugelheim, oa June 12, while he was on 
his way to Baden to command the Prus- 
sian forces sent there to quell the revolu- 
tionary movements and restore order. In 
July, 1801, about sıx months after he had 
ascended the throne as King of Prussia, 
a desperate attempt was made to assassini- 
ate him by Oscar Becker, a Leipsic stu 
dent who was posseased with the notion 
that King William was incompetent to 
promote the union of Germany Becker 
was sentenced to twenty years’ imprison- 
ment for this misdeed The well-known 
attempt on the hfe of Prince Bismarck 
took place May 7, 1866, at five in the at- 
ternoon, while be was retuning from an 
interview with the King, and proceeding 
up the center avenue of Unter den Linden 
—the scene of (he occurrence on Satur- 
day Blind, the would-be assassin, fired 
two shots at Bismarck, one of which 
grazed his sıde Turning around, Bis- 
marck grappled with him, but in the seuf- 

e Blind nianaged to fire three more shots 
Oneshot miased Bismurck in consequence 
of aquick turn, ouly burning his coat, 
another struck him night on the rib, 
which 1t 1s supposed bent elastically, and 
thus escuped spjury. Bismarck held tha 
cumal with an iron grasp, and handed 
him over to soldiera who wero passing. 
Bhnd, who was a political enthusiast, 
committed suicide before he could be 
brought to trial —W. F Tribune. 
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AN exceedingly interesting barge went

In England, a secured creditor whose 
secunty has depreciatod'm value, may, 
under the bankruptcy law, estimate tho 
present value of the security.

Of late the Enghsh Palestine Ex- 
ploration fund has had the project 
of clearing up the site and cleaning 
out the bottom of Jacob’s well under 
consideration One gentleman alone 
has subseribed two hundred and 
fifty dojlais towards the object 
1s known to travelers ın Palestine 


that the area round the mouth of the 


well ıs encumbered with an extensive 


heap of rubbish, from whose’ surface E 


ornamental columns stand forth, m- 
dicatıng an olegant gtructure of for- 
mer times, and that the mouth of 
the well hes ım the floor of a square 
yaulted chamber, suphen beneath the 
present surface This heap of debrig 
is the remains of a basilica, built in 
the fourth century of our era, in 
such a position that the well opened 
in front of the chancel Or, rather, 
1t was constiucted in the form ofa 
cross, of which the fom mms turned 
toward the four cardinal points of the 
compass, the well lying in the centre,
